CHURCHILL SAYS BRITAIN STRENGTHENED 


Nazi Warships Out Of Action For ‘Some Time To Come’ 


Prime Minister Will 
Not Relinquish Post 
As Chief Of Defence 


LONDON, Feb. 17.—(CP) — Germany lost the use of 
her 26,000-ton battleships Gneisenau and Scharnhorst “for 
some time to come” and Britain strengthened her command 
of the seas in last week's battle of the English Channel, 
Prime Minister Churchill declared today in an accounting 
to the House of Commons. 


Damage inflicted on the German ships during their 
dash for freedom will lay them up for repairs, the prime 
minister declared, and before they are seaworthy again 
“the Royal Navy will be reinforced by important units of 
the highest quality” along with big new ships joining the 


United States Navy to meet 


their challenge. 


Mr. Churchill was facing his parliamentary critics for 


the first time since the naval 


episcde last Thursday and the

At Least One Sub 
Is Believed Sunk

BALBOA, C.Z., Feb. 17,— (BUP) 
—Lieut, Gen, Frank M. Andrews, 
U.S. commander in the Caribbean 
reported today that at least one of 
the Nazi submarines which sank 
possibly six or more tankers deep 
in U.S. defence waters and shelled 
oil installations at Aruba is be- 
lieved to have been sunk. 

American air and sea forces 
searched the Caribbean waters 
for additional Nazi undersea craft 
which may have participated in 
the daring foray. 

Andrews indicated that the Nazi 
U-boat may have been sunk off 
Aruba where he personally wit- 
nessed the German attack, He said 
that there was so much oil on the 
surface of the sea around the Dutch 
oil island that it was difficult to 
be certain whether the Nazi sub- 
marine had been sunk.

The army publi- 
cation Red Star said reserve troops 
were being accumulated not only 
by the Germans but by the Red 
army. | 

(From Stockholm, reports came 
that the Russian cavalry had re- 
captured 40 positions in White 
Russia, and that six German bat- 
talions had been destroyed at one 
point on the central front.) 


The Soviet information bureau 
said 3,650 Germans had been killed | 
in four recent engagements on the 


winter front, 2,500 of them in a one- 
day battle which resulted in the 
destruction of a number of Nazi 
dugouts in the Leningrad region.

Ottawa Asked 
To Lower Age, 
Boost Pension 


OTTAWA, Feb, 17.—(CP)—An- 
gus MacInnis (C.C.F., Vancouver 
East) gave notice in the votes and 
Proceedings of the Commons to- 
day of a resolution calling for im- 
mediate government consideration 
to the lowering of the present 
Pensionable age of 70 years for old 
age pensions and the increasing of 
the amount of the pension. 

Mr. MacInnis’ resolution reads: 

“Whereas it is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult for persons in the age 
group of 60 to 70 years to hold em- 
ployment, and next to impossible 
for such persons to regain employ- 
ment once they have lost it. 

“And whereas the present amount 
of the old age pension is much be- 
low what is necessary for a decent 
standard of living; 


LIVING COST HIGHER 

“And whereas the increase in the 
cost of living since the outbreak of 
war has further depressed the stan- 
dard of living of old age pension- 
ers, 

“Therefore be it reselved—that, 
in the opinion of this house, the 
government should give immediate 
consideration to the lowerlng of the 
present pensionable age and the in- 
creasing of the amount of pension.”

Division of enlistments among the 
forces was: Army, 299,059; Navy, 
26.141, and Air Force, 99,405. 

Figures for the army showed 69,- 
285 enlistments jn 1939, 112,289 in 
1940 and 101,485 in 1941.

They were 
interested mainly in their’ comforts 
and pensions, 


LACKED LEADERSHIP 

Many believed that the Japanese 
flood cou'd have been stemmed by 
the natives early in December if 
there had been anyone to encour- 


age them or even anyone to whom 
they could turn for leadership. But 
administrative officials displayed 
little interest in building up a 
native organization or of encourag- 
ing natives to prepare for their own 
protection. At the psychological 
hour when the natives might have 
been rallied they found the local 
British officials had quit their posts 
and hurried south toward “safety.” 

The Tamil tribesmen in par- 
ticular, wanted to resist the Jap- 
anese. They never had a chance 
te do more than si: and wait for 
the enemy occupation. Conse- 
quently, the Tamils later showed 
little sympathy for the British as 
they fell back southward al- 
though when the Australians 
made counter-attacks, they won 
the sympathy and respect of these 
tribesmen in the Gemas area, At 
that time, the natives often dis- 
played great bravery in aiding 
the Australian troops in the 
jungles,

PLANNED RETREAT 

The battle in Malaya, as report- 
ed officially, probably gave the 
world (he impression of a bitter, 
hard-fought defence.

In the end, the British forces 
which got away to Singapore Island

5,000,000 men. 

Properly supplied, this army is 
the greatest present asset of the 
United Nations in the Far East and 
to the entire war cause. It could 
be the nucleus for an eventual 
overland drive to overwhelm Japan 
from the west. 


Cutting of the road would be a 
big loss, greater than the fall of 
ingapore. Also, if the Japanese 

establish themselves that far in 

Burma, they would be within 

striking distance of India and 

would have the port of Rangoon 
te facilitate their operations in 
the Bay of Bengal and the Indian 

Ocean. 

Possession of Singapore makes it 
easier for the Japanese to carry 9% 
their progressive program of con- 
quest. Even while Singapore was 
held by the British, it was made 
useless to them as a base. In Jap- 
anese hands it becomes a powerful 
weapon, 

From Singapore the Japanese can 
send sea-borne forces for the at- 
tack on Rangoon and the Burma 
road, They can operate southward 
against Java in ‘he assault which 
now is developing on the Dutch 
stronghold. 

RUSSIA CANNOT HELP 


If the Burma Road is cut, there 
is no other present way to get-sup- 
plies into China in sufficient quan- 
ti‘ies. Russia cannot help, since she 
needs all she can produce and can 
get from Britain and the United 
States to meet the Hitler menace. 

An alternative supply route to 
China from India is being con- 
structed, but work on it lagged 
until the menace to the Burma 
Road became really apparent. It 
is orobable that on his recent 
visit to India Chiang Kai-Shek 
ureed redoubled efforts to get 
the road th-ough in time to save 
the situation, 

‘tue roule starts with Calcutta as 
port of entry, From there a rail- 
road rungs to Sadiya, close to the 
Chinese border in India’s north- 
easternmost province of Assam.

| 


REGIMENTATION 
Regimentation of the German 
military mind is astonishingly 


thorough. Very few of those I talk- 
ed with had any ideas on politics or 
world affairs beyond those they 
had heard from the Goebbels meg- 
aphone. They were surprisinly un- 
imaginative. 

To most, the only explanation for 
the Russo-German war was that 
“Russia was about to atlack Ger- 
many, so Hitler had to go to war 
in self-defence.” One said: 

“We are fighting this war to make 
a better world.” 

If any of them had ever heard 
the word “freedom” or kMew its 
meaning, they did not show it. 
That word was never once men- 
tioned. It is apparent from. the 
samples we have seen here that 
Hitler has created an army of ro- 
bots, indelibly indoctrinated with 
one cardinal maxim: “Obey orders 
unquestioningly and let your su- 
periors do your thinking for you. 
The German captives answered 
questions willingly enough and in 
most cases, I think, to the best of 
their ability, The forthrightness of 
the replies to some of our queries, 
about conditions in the camp, were 
pretty good indications that the 
prisoners are not being browbeaten 
by their present wardens, 

From all appearances, the 640 
prisoners living in this ancient mon- 
astery, which is now a detention 
camp, are receiving reasonably de- 
cent treatment. I saw very few 
Russian armed guards, The com- 
mandant told me that in the two 
months since the camp was estab- 
lished, no attempts to escape occur- 
ed. In any case, the Germans have 
had their fill of the Russian winter 
and know that escape into the 
neighboring forest, where the snow 
ig deep, the cold intense and wolves 
plentiful, could have only one end- 
ing—death. 

ADAPT SELVES 

The camp is administered under 
the same code of discipline prevail- 
ing in the Red Army. It does not 
seem severe. As iron discipline is 
second nature to German soldiers, 
anyway, they manage to adapt 
themselves to prison camp regime. 

Minor offenses are punishable by 
reprimand, serious offenses by 
arrest and court martial in a Soviet 
military tribunal. Soldiers are 
allowed to wear the uniforms and 
insignias of their rank and permit- 
ted freedom of movement in a two- 
acre enclosure during off hours. 
They are required to work only at 
taskg connected with maintenance | 
of the prison camp, 

The buildings we entered were 
well heated, thoug!: crowded, and 
sanitation was adequate. Each 
dormitory hag its group leader— 
usually a German non-commis- 
sioned officer chosen for his qual- 
ities of leadership. 

He enjoys the privilege of a room} 
to himself 

Through these leaders. complaints 
and appeals are passed on to the 
prison administration. Through the 
leaders the administration issues 
orders and delegates tusks. 

I was interested to note that many 
of the Germans were still wearing 
their wrist watches and some gold 
rings, So far no arrangement has

The prisoners get their news of 
werld events from wall bulletins 
and from a monthly newspaper 
Published in Moscow, in the Ger- 
man language, for all detention 
camps in the Soviet Union. Das 
Freie Mort is the name of this 
four-page propaganda ergan 
which contains reviews, anti- 
Hitler cartoons, a crossword pus- 
ale, and other miscellaneous mat- 
erial, imeluding contributions 
from prisoners. 

Much of the latest tssue is devoted 
to a resolution, reputedly signed by 
German prisoners, denouncing the 
war and Hitlerism. In the same 
number is an “anti-Horst Wessel 
song,” and half a column of anti- 
Hitler jokes, of which the following 
is a sample: 

Says Fritzie to Schmitzke: “Tell 
me, why is it that in the old days 
we Germans greeted each other 
with ‘good day’ and now with ‘heil 
Hitler,’ " ; 

Schmitzke doesn't know.

Wellington) 
first speaker at the night session 
said he advocated imposition of con- 
scription if it proved necessary. He 
believed the United States system 
was desirable in that it provided 
that some of more mature years 
were called “before exhausting en- 
tirely the cream of our youth.” 

D. R, McCuaig (Lib, Simeve 
North), and Armand Cloutier (Lvb., 
Drummond-Arthabaska) both spoke 
in support of the plebiscite. Mr. 
Cloutier, making his maiden speech, 
said he would support the piebis- 
cite, but added he was an anti-con- 
scriptionist, He appealed to the 
government to exemp: workers in 
munition factories, farmers’ sons. 
and agricultural labor of all kinds 
from military service in Canada, 

An increase in allowances to de- 
Pendents of soldiers, sailors and 
airmen was suggested by Capt. 
W. £. Harris (Lib., Grey-Bruce.) 

J. A. Blanchette (Lib. Comptoi) 
told the house that conscription was 
not only inefficient and unnecessary 
but it was provocative of disunity. 
He urged continuance of the yolun- 
tary method of enlistment. 
ENVISIONS ALLIANCE 

Mr. McNiven during his speech 
referred to a‘tacks made upon the 
government recently. 

He envisioned an alliance of “im- 
perialistic Meighen” and “Anti-war 
Bourassa” working with the aid f 
Premier Hepburn of Ontario to effect 
the downfall of the government. 

Mr. McNiven said this recalled 
the Quebec Nationalist combina- 
tion with the Conservatives in 
1916 ang 1917 which he termed 
“The most slutster political alli- 
ance thatever darkened the pages 
of Canadian history.” 

He was referring to 
upOn the government 
Arthur Meighen.

He called upon Conservatives in 
the house of commons to “de- 
nbunce” this alliance, and particul- 
arly to denounce Mr Hepburn’s 
recent attacks upon the United 
States navy. 


DENUNCIATION “OVERDUE” 

Such a denunciation from Con- 
servative House Leader Hanson 
was “overdue” Mr. McNiven de- 
clared. 

“Utter nonsense,” Mr. Hanson 
commented, referring to the 
Meighen-Bourassa connection, He 
said Mr. McNiven was building up 
“a man of straw” to be knocked 
down. 

The house started what appearcd 
to be the last lap of the debate 
on the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne which has 
occupied the past three weeks. 

Announcing the willingness of 
the gevernment to hold a secret 
sitting en defence plans immedi-

4,000 TONS OF BOMBS 
This process continued for more 


the ships were undoubtedly hit 
several times and repair work 
made very difficult, No less than 
4,000 tons of bombs were dropped 
and 3,299 bomber sorties were made 
upon them with the loss of 247 air- 
force personnel and 43 aircraft.

A further serious feature was the 
very grievous subtraction from the 
bombing efforts against Germany.

However this may be, the Ger- 
mans resolved to try te bring the 
ships back to Germany, This was 
& very hasardous operation. it 
could be done either by sailing 
around the British islands and re- 
turning via Norway or by a dash 
up the channel. The Germans re- 
Jected the plan of returning by 
the north reute and preferred to 
fun the admittedly serious risk of 
the channel passage. 

In the Atlantic ocean they would 
have to run the great risk of being 
picked up by our extensive air re- 
Connaissances from the shore and 
from aircraft carriers, 
slowed down by torpedo attacks and 
brought to action against an over- 
helming force as was the Bismarck. 

The channel route, on the other 
hand, was a run of under 24 hours. 
Part of it could be made in dark- 
ness and they had the opportunity 
of choosing the weather which 
would be the most favorable the 
whole way through the channel and 
along the Dutch coast. They had 
the advantage of a powerful air 
umbrella. The dangers of passing 
through the Straits of Dover under 
suitable weather conditions © were 
not great. Our slow convoys re- 
peatedly have traversed the Straits 
of Dover and are repeatedly bom- 
barded by German guns on the 
French shore. But this has not 
stopped our convoy traffic, 
DANGER OF MINES 

One great danger was mines, but 
this they might hope to avoid by 

energetic sweeping. There remain- 
ed therefore the action of our sur- 
face ships and aircraft. Air recon- 
naissance would show the Germans 
that there were no heavy ships or 
even cruisers in these waters, and 
therefore attacks by flotillas or de- 
stroyers and small torpedo boats 
were all that need be expected 
apart from the air. Some people 
seem to think that heavy forces 
should have been stationed so as to 
be able to intercept them in the 
channel or North Sea.

Northern Alberta’s quota of the 
Victory loan is $5,720,000. Of this Ed- 
monton’s allotment is $4,100,000. Last 
June, Northern Alberta was asked to 
subscribe $7,760,000, Edmonton's share 

‘being $5,480,000. Both these objec- 

tives were reached, the rural area going 
well over its mark. While the allot- 
ments this time are smaller, the need 
for money is no less great; quite the 
contrary. The sums indicated are the 
minimum amounts required. That the 
larger quotas were attained in the June 
drive encourages a hope that the pre- 
sent objectives may be passed. 

According to the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, the national income is now run- 
ning upwards of a billion dollars per 
year more than it was twelve months 
ago. The increase is not of course uni- 
form the country over, but Edmonton 
and northern Alberta are undoubted- 
ly sharing in the larger revenue very 
substantially. There is nothing im- 
possible in the proposition that sub- 
scriptions to the present loan in this 
city and district should approximate 
the amounts subscribed eight months 
ago. That will be the case if reverses 
have brought home to people here the 
urgent need of more and more muni- 
tions of every sort on every front. 


Disaster Was Inevitable 


The fall of Singapore is no less a 
disaster because it was expected. The 
enemy has thus obtained an advanced 
base from which to push operations 
against the Dutch East Indies and 
westward against Burma. And with 
Malaya entirely in Japanese hands, 
troops employed there will be released 
for use elsewhere. Intensified attacks 
upon Burma, Java and Bataan must be 
expected, 

It became apparent a week ago that 
the fighting at Singapore could be no 
more than a delaying action, intended 
to gain time for reinforcements to 
reach these other points, and for the 
strengthening of their defences. What 
use it was possible to make of the time 
thus secured, events will show. That 
the garrison held out as long as holding 
was possible is clear. The capture of 
the reservoirs on Saturday cut down 
resistance to a matter of hours. 

While a “heavy, far-reaching mili- 
tary defeat” has been sustained, it is 
defeat without shadow of disgrace. The 
defenders fought while they could 
fight, against overwhelming odds of 
numbers and still heavier odds of 
planes and guns. Their honor is un- 
sullied, and to have held the lines so 
long will stand to their credit for all 
time. Out-numbered and out-matched 
in arms, the deadly handicap of the 
garrison was that they had to defend a 
fortress planned to resist attack by sea 
but which was attacked by land and 
air, The powerful Japanese navy play- 
ed little or no part in the assault. 

Attacked in this way, Singapore 
was doomed the day the defence plans 
were drawn. And Britain, fighting for 
its life in Europe, had not the means to 
remedy the defect once the Japanese 
strategy was disclosed. It could not 
even spare naval forces to harry the 
enemy in his advance down the penin- 
sula, Humiliation at the loss of the 
long-held base does not attach to the 
failure to defend it, but to the mistake 
of those who planned the fortifications, 
and to the pacifist policy which neglect- 
ed Britain’s sea and air power while 
Germany and Italy and Japan were 
building feverishly. 


A Time To Stand Steady 


Mr. Churchill's address on Sunday 
did not of course quell the storm of 
criticiam aroused by Allied defeats in 
the Far East, the stalemate in Libya, 
and particularly by the escape of the 
German warships from Brest. The lat- 
ter is less immediately important than 
either of the other items, but peculiarly 

+ aggravating because of the “nerve” of 
the Nazi commander in taking his ships 
right past Britain’s front door. No 
recital of facts or survey of the pros- 
pects could allay the chagrin that the 
beggar should have pulled this stunt 
and got away with it. Time alone, and 
sober second thought, will still the 
emotional surge and put realities in the 
proper perspective. 

These realities Mr. Churchill set out 
in masterly way. Against the back- 
ground of the situation as it stood six 
months ago he sketched the changes 
which have occurred in the. interval, 
changes which improve the position 
and outlook of the British Empire, not 
one hundred but one thousand per cent. 


Then the Russian armies were in | 


retreat, China isolated, the Empire 
standing alone in the Far East, in this 
hemisphere, and in Africa, Now the 
Russians are advancing, the United 
States and the Dutch East Indies have 
thrown their far greater potential 
weight into the struggle to offset that 
of Japan, and the anti-Axis nations 
are *o-operating everywhere as fast 
allies, 
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These changes have not averted the 
loss of Hong Kong and Singapore. 
But Britain standing alone was unable 
to adequately strengthen these out- 
posts, could not have hoped to defend 
them if attacked, and would have had 
little or no prospect of ever getting 
them back. Now these losses, real and 
grievous as they are, cannot be perm- 
anent losses unless the whole group of 
United Nations are beaten into sub- 
mission and forced to make peace on 
the Axis terms. 

We have lost some battles, despite 
the new allies, and may lose more, but 
our chance to emerge victorious from 
the war has immeasureably improved. 
Reverses here and there do not affect 
this vital fact. This should steady and 
sustain the people in Britain and other 
parts of the Empire, angered and 
humiliated as they may be by local 
defeats involving the temporary loss of 
historic and Mc hisaet ebiahnds 


Lack of recent news from the 
Balkan front apparently has not meant 
that quiet has been restored there, but 
only that Goebbels’ censor has been 
busy with his blue pencil. Yugoslav 
forces are said to have cleared.the Axis 
troops out of western, central and 
southern Serbia, and to plan a guerilla 
army of 250,000 men for spring: opera- 
tions. Not the least hopeful feature of 
the situation is that the Allies must 
have found some means of smuggling 
arms and ieee into the country. 


By and large Edmonton's first 
blackout was fairly successful. Not 
complete enough to give maximum 
safety if enemy bombers had come 
over. But sufficient to impress the 
point that Victory Loan bonds are now 
on sale. Sufficient also to let the 
authorities know where there are 
parties who need checking up, and what 
further instructions the public require 
in the art of preventing tell-tale gleams 
from windows and doors. To secure 
the advantages from the trial, there 
should be a follow-up along both these 
lines. If some night we have to black- 
out in earnest, the police should know 
where the non-cooperators live, and 
householders generally should know 
how to make it a real thing.

My point is that Canada has got to 
think pretty seriously about defending 
herself. And that means that the Victory 
Loan is tremendously and vitally and im- 
mediately important for every person who 
loves this Kingdom of Canada, 


No “Attack” 


Let me protest, first, that I did not 
“attack” Mr. Churchill. 

I did not “attack” him for two reasons: 

1—Because Mr. Churchill is a man of 
powerful character who has performed a 
gigantic service for the Empire and thus 
commands my unqualified gratitude and 
admiration, 

2—Because Mr. Churchill is a very 
great man, I am nobody, If I bark a little 
at his august heels, it is surely not an 
“attack”.

More than 35,000 dogs of high, low or 
non-existent pedigree, and 10,000 cats 
ranging from the blue-blooded cream 
drinker to the fish-head, back-alley type, 
have aided the Bundles for Britain relief 
program through purchase by their own- 


- ers of two official auxiliary organizations, 


Barkers for Britain and Kittens for 
Britain. 

Barkers for Britain is the brain child 
of Mrs, George Oakes, volunteer worker 
formerly in charge of merchandising, who 
felt that American dog owners might wish 
to contribute to British relief in the name 
of their pets, Early last spring Mrs. ‘Oakes 
commissioned Miss Elizabeth Gordon, 
young American sculptor, to design a 
Barkers membership medal. 

On May 15, 1941, President Roose- 
velt’'s Scottish terrier, Falla, accepted. the 
national presidency of Barkers for Bri- 
tain, and was inaugurated at a simple 
ceremony at the White House. Since then 
membership has grown by leaps and 
bounds, Members were enlisted at dog 
shows throughout the nation, and hun- 


dreds more joined through letters to head- 
quarters, 475 Fifth avenue, 

. The official emblem of Barkers is a 
bronze tag, slightly larger than a quarter, 
attached to the collar or harness of all 
members, This tag, sole requisite of mem- 
bership, is on sale at all Bundles for Bri- 
tain branches, At 50 cents a head the pet 
owners have contributed more than $22,- 
500 to Bundles for Britain by enrolling 
their animals in these auxiliaries, 

When word of Barkers got to the ears 
of certain American cat owners a howl 
arose for a feline auxiliary and the Kittens 
for Britain tag and bell were designed 
under ‘the direction of Mrs, Richard 
Knight, who took part in the organization 
of both Barkers and Kittens, This insignia 
consists of a gold-plated disk, slightly 
smaller than a dime, The obverse shows a 
bewhiskered cat, wearing a crown over 
one ear, while curved around the bottom 
rim is the legend “ Kitten for Britain”. The 
reverse contains the organization’s title 
and space for the cat’s name. Linked to 
the disk is a smal] square bell.

Canada Will Vote Overwhelming- * 
ly Against Plebiscite Is View 
of Correspondent 
LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: 1 hope you will allow 
me space to make a few observations in 
connection with articles written by your 
Mr. H. L. Weir in the issues of February 7 
and 9. Mr, Weir claims that conscription 
is only being made a political issue in Que- 
bec and by the French people. He makes 
a number of ambiguous remarks which are 
irrelevant to the issue. He attacks the 
French people generally, and not only 
makes the issue a political one but sees fit 
to drag religion and race both into it. He 
complaing that the People of Quebec are 
privileged because they have freedom of 
religion, education, and afe able to use 
their own language. 

I do not deny they have all those things, 
but who doesn’t? Every tongue on earth is 
represented in this country and so far as 
I know, they all speak their own language 
and follow their own religious persuasione 
unhampered. 

The issue before the people of Canada 
today is conscription of man power for 
overseas service, and the question is “Do 
the people of this country desire to release 
the government from a promise they made 
two years ago that they would not a0 con- 
script Canadian men.” The government, 
contrary to Mr. Weir’s statement, is not 
asking to be released from its promises, it 
is asking “Do the people desire to release 
it?” It has been a political question since 
the day of the last election. Every party 
agreed not to have conscription at that 
time. Every voter in Canada knew that 
the Conservative Party was lying. There 
was some doubt in the minds of the people 
as to whether the Liberals would keep 
their promise or not, but the only thing 
they could do was to take that chance, Mr. 
King and his party have kept their 
pledges, and have done so in spite of a con- 
tinued deluge of the rottenest kind of 
criticism by the Tories. 

The government has received tens of 
thousands of telegrams and letters asking 
them to put conscription into effect and 
telling them that the people had changed 
their minds, Now Mr. King has passed the 
buck and said: “Alright, let ‘the people so 
state if they have*changed their minds.” 
Both himself and several of the cabinet 
ministers have stated that ney will act 
entirely on the result of the plebiscite. If 
the people say conscription, conscription it 
is; if the people say “No,” then they will 
continue their policy of no conscription. 

It should be known by all concerned 
that not only the French people, but all the 
people in Canada have a perfect right to 
freedom of religion, etc, and further than 
that, they have a perfect right to vote “No” 
when the coming plebiscite is being taken. 
The day is passed when the sound-money 
Tory gang can abuse and bluff the com- 
mon people of this country into voting the 
way they want them to. It is not un- 
patriotic to be against conscription, and if 
there is anything unpatriotic in this issue 
it is this agitation for conscription. 

Mr. Weir ig either misinformed or un- 
informed, or he handles the truth in an ex- 
ceedingly light and careless manner. He 
goes much too far when he says that all or 
any large majority of the English-speak- 
ing people in Canada are in favor of con- 
scription, He should have waited to make 
that statement until after the election in 
Ontario last week. 

The people of Canada are opposed to 
conscription, and they will overwhelm- 
ingly defeat the plebiscite when it is 
taken, There are people in Canada who 
want conscription, and they are the people 
who have hindered and sabotaged the war 
effort continuously and on purpose ever 
since it began. They are the same gang 
who objected to the British helping the 
Ethiopians or the Spaniards; they objected 
to assisting Czechoslovakia and appeased 
Hitler. They refused to sell wheat to Rus- 
sia when they were guaranteed it was not 
going to Germany, but they were willing 
to give it to Greece, admitting that they 
expected it would go to Germany,: They 
are the same ple who petsisted in sell- 
ing our scrap iron to Japan.

Evidently there is no scarcity due to the 
war, Most of the sugar we use comes 
either from the West Indies or from beet 
fields, Neither of these sources has been 
affected by the war. 

Recently it has leaked out that large 
quantities of sugar are needed to make 
a sort of high-test alcohol which is used 
in making smokeless powder. The Christ 
tian Century states that it takes 60 gal- 
lons of ethy!] alcohol to produce the powe 
der which is used to make one shot from 
a 16-inch gun. So that is the reason. 

The Christian Science Monitor sug- 
gests that there is a way of supplying the 
war department with the ethyl alcohol and 
letting the housewife have her sugar as 
before. The distillers of America have in 
storage, the paper says, something like 
2,375,000,000 gallons of hard liquor, which 
can be redistilled for use in making munie 
tions. The figure is for the United States, 
No doubt Canadian distillers have a pro- 
portionate amount.

Fight Manager Aided Axis Formation 


HERE are dozens of intriguing stories going around these days of how 

some little incident played a major role in setting the stage for the 
current war, One of the best of these is the story Jack Guenther of 
the United Press got from Paul Damski in the famous old Stillman gym 
in New York the other day—the story of how he helped bridge the gap 
between Germany and Italy to his deep regret today. Here is Guenther's 
yarn: 

Damski fled from Germany in 19383 and came to America as manager 
of Walter Neusel, Eric Seelig and Gunnar Burlund. Before that he had 
spent 14 years as a boxer, manager, small-town promoter and finally 
director of the biggest of the German fight arenas, the Berlin Sports 
Palast,

Started In Sports Palast 

It is in the Sports Palast that his story begins, in 1926: 

“Max Schmeling was light heavyweight champion of Europe and he 
nad beaten everybody in sight except a boy named Michele Bonaglia. 
Bonaglia had won 23 straight fights and held the title of champion of 
Italy, The match was a natural but nobody could sign it. Germany 
and Italy had fought each other in the war and they still were hostile 


“Schmeling wanted to fight but he was afraid to go to Italy 
because he knew that he might be hurt, The countries hadn't met 
in sport events since the war. Bonaglia similarly was willing to 
fight, but he was afraid to come to Germany. So 1 had two willing 
fighters and an arena, I went to Milan to talk to Bonaglia myself. 


“I had an easier time than T had expected. The Italians were eager 
to have their boy fight Schmeling but they were skeptical of the treat- 
ment he would receive. So we held a banquet and I made a speech. 
I talk nine different languages now, but I didn’t talk Italian then, so I 
gave the speech through an interpreter from the consulate, 

“I told the people at the banquet that the war was all over and it 
was silly for people to be suspicious of each other. I said: ‘We in Ger- 
many have come to you and now you should come to us. We'll build a 
bridge of friendship to you and you build one towards us. Sooner or 
later the bridge will meet somewhere in the centre and we'll be as one’. 


Maxie Wins With One Punch 

“They gave me a big hand for that. Bonaglia came to Berlin and 
with him came 400 Italian newspapermen, diplomats and_ officers. 
Schmeling knocked out Bonaglia in one punch before 12,000 people. 
Incidentally, when you read that Hitler has addressed 25,000 people at the 
Sports Palast, just laugh. You can't pack in even 14,000 and I know. 

“The only man who felt bad after the fight was Bonablia. In the 
dressing room he stood with a telegram from Mussolini in his hand, 
banging his head against the wall as hard as he could and crying like 
anything, but the 400 peqple who had come with him knew that he had 
been whipped in a fair fight and they were satisfied. 

“They got together with German brasshats and had a fine time. The 
diplomats became friendly and soon Italian and German athletes were 
visiting back and forth. It wasn’t long before good relations were 
established again. Slowly the bridges of frieudship were built up, just 
like I had said. And finally those bridges met. You know where? 

“They met at the Brenner Pass!” 

T asked Paul if he would like to return to Germany, 


“Jack,” he said, “I fled for my life two days after Hitler came 
into power in 1933—but I'm going back. On Monday I get my 
American citizenship papers and when I go back it will be as an 
American citizen, What I'd like to do is ride at the head of a Parade 
of American soldiers, grin at those Nazis and spit right in their eye.” 

You see, Mr. Damski regrets his peace making.

FLANKED CONVOYS 


He explained that at Brest the 
battleships were on the flank of 
convoy routes: 

“They could make a sortie at any 
time onto the Atlantic trade routes 
or info the Mediterranean.” e 

The admiralty thus had been 
forced to keep a watch, and 
much of Britain’s bombing effort 
had been diverted from Germany 
to Brest,” he said. i 

“All the near misses will fall on 
German and not on French dwel- 
lings” henceforth as the result of 
the Germans’ “being driven to leave 
an advantageous position.” 

Mr, Churchill said that during 
the more than 10 months the 
Scharnhorst and Gnéisenau were at 
Brest they “were undoubtedly hit 
several times and repair work was 
made difficult.” : 


CHOICE OF TWO ROUTES 

Therefore the “Germans evident- 
ly came to the decision that they 
could not maintain. them. any 
longer, at Brest.” 

Once having reached that de- 
cision, he added, the Germans had 
the choice of two hazardous opera- 
tions. sailing completely around the 
British Islands past Norway or 
through the channel. 

In the Atlantic, he explained, 

they would have to run the risk 
of being picked up by an exten- 
sive air reconnaissance and 
brought to action by overwhelm- 
ing forces as was the Bismarck. 
_ The -channel run, on the jother 
hand, he sgid, would take less than 
24 hours, could be made partly in 
darkness and during weather of 
the Germans’ choice and would 
have the advantage of a powerful 
shore-based air umbrella. 

“Our slow convoys have repeat- 
edly traversed the S‘ralts of Dover 
and are repeatedly bombarded dy 
German guns on the French shore,” 
he said. 

AFTER CONSIDERATION. 

As to the “extremely grave” event 
of the fall of Singapore, the Prime 
Minister promised a debate “when 
carefully considered statements may 
be made.”

Mahaffy Asks 


Exemptions In 
Defectives Act 


Exemptions similar to those 
provided in the Exemptions Act 
relating to private debt should 
be provided in the Mental Defect- 
ives Act in regard to recovery by 
municipalities of expenses, for 
care of mental defectives, from 
the property of the defectives, it 
was stated in the legislature Mon- 
day by J. C. Mahsffy, Ind., Cal- 
gary. 

Mr. Mahaffy spoke to the prin- 
ciple of the Act to amend the 
Mental Defectives Act, which was 
brought up for second reading by 
Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, minister of 
health, and advanced to the com- 
mittee stage. 

Premier William Aberhart was 
absent from Monday’s sitting of 
the house and Hon. Solon E. Low, 
provincial treasurer, acted for him 
in his official functions. The pre- 
mier was reported to be suffering 
from a cold. 


SECOND READING 

The legislature gave 13 bills their 
second reading on Monday and, 
with one previously advanced, 14 
are now ready to be discussed in 
detail by a committee of the whole 
assembly. Twenty-four bills have 
now been introduced and are in 
various stages. 

The amendment to the Mental 
Defectives Act would empower a 
municipality to recover, by action 
of restraint, its expenses in pro- 
viding for care of a mental patient, 
from the property of the patient. 
At present it may recover in like 
manner from those legally respons- 
ible for the patient, 

“Last year we had a discussion 
on the question of exemptions and 
the house adopted the principle of 
exemption of certain items of 
property. 

SHOULD BE OPPOSED 

"I can't see why the principle 
becomes unsound for municipali- 
ties in the case of mental patients. 
It seems, if I read this bill correctly, 
that the municipality can seize all 
his goods. If this is correct, I think 
it should be opposed,” Mr. Mahaffy 
said. 

Dr. Cross replied that Mr. Ma- 
haffy was correct in his interpreta- 
tion of the bill but that the muni- 
cipality now had this authority in 
respect to those legally responsible 
for the patient, while the bill now 
extended its provisions to the pa- 
tient himeelt.

born child, but every prospective 
adoptive parent gives anxious 
thought to them. 

As one adoptive parent asked; 
How can anyone know exactly | 
what hereditary factors will in- 
fluence the baby we want to adopt? 
Do you think it a tremendous risk 
to take? 

It's a provocative game to try to 
decide, even with the person one 
knows best, ene’s own self, just 
which are hereditary traits and 
which are those environmentally 
inspired

cal individuals brought up in a 
standardized environment in which 
the influence upon each of them 
has been as similar as it-could be 
made, And the result? Five little 
misses who show individual dif- 
ferences as do any other five little 
girls 

Of course, with an adopted 
child, one has to take the remote 
hereditary background on. faith. 
You do that with your own child, 
too, But every parent who is to 
adopt a child should insure her- 
self that as far as anyone can 
judge at an early age, the child 
is considered to be mentally nor- 
mal. This investigation of the im- 
mediate hereditary background 
and of the child's own intelli- 
gence quotient will be made by 
any licensed agency which is of- 
fering the child for adoption. 

There always must be a mental 
equipment capable of taking advan- 
tage of the environmental oppor- 
tunities, otherwise these would be 
wasted But other than an assur- 
ance of such normal capacity for 
learning, the adoptive parent needs 
worry very little. If she chooses a 
lchild with a racial background 
similar to her own, she can also 
feel sure that the child's emotional 
qualities will match those of its 
adopted family.

TTAWA, Feb. 17. — (CP)—Mrs. 
Dorise Nielsen, Unity member 
of parliament for North Battleford, 
Saskatchewan, appealed last night 
for support from Canadian women 
who are not eligible for enlistment 
with the army or the air force, for 
formation of a Genera] Service 
Corps. 

Whereas the recognized, uniform- 
ed women's auxiliaries—the Cana- 
dian Women’s Army Corps and the 
Royal Canadian Air Force (Wo- 
men’s Division) — are concerned 
with military endeavor, the corps 
envisioned by Mrs. Nielsen would 
be concerned with civilian work. 


CIVILIAN SERVICE 

Mrs. Nielsen, 40, was rejected for 
service with the C.W-A.C, because 
she has three children and she said 
Defence Minister Ralston had pro- 
mised “consideration and support” 
to a women's corps formed to carry 
on civilian service during emerg- 
encies. 

“There are many Canadian wo- 
men not cligible for service either 
with the air force or the army 
corps who should be given an op- 
portunity to serve,” said Mrs. Niel- 
sen in a statement to The Canadian 
Press. 

“This service would have to be set 
up under government supervision as 
an auxiliary to civilian services. Its 
membership would include women 
young and old—those capable of

3,650 Nazis 
Die In Racent 
Russ Battles 


MOSCOW, Feb. 17—(AP)—The 
Soviet information bureau said 
today 3,650 Germans had been 
killed in four recent engagements 
on the winter front, 2,500 of them 
in a one-day battle which resulted 
in destruction of a number of 
Nazi dugouts in the Leningrad 
region. 

The Red Army force captured 
two mortars, 12 machine guns, 620 
mines aNd a large number of auto- 
matic rifles and hand grenades in 
the Leningrad zone fighting, @ 
communique announced, 

The Germans lost 650 men killed 
and more than 300 wounded in one 
zone of the western front, 200 dead 
in another sector, and 300 in a 
southern front sector under Russian 
attacks intended both ‘to shatter 
winter invasion lines and upset 
plans of Hitler for a recouping 
spring offensive. 

(A London report indicated that 
the southern jaw of the Red army's 
central front pincer—almost match- 
ing gains in the north—had thrust 
past the German base at Smolensk 
with an advance of 80 miles or more 
from the Kirov zone, which lies 150 
miles southwest of Moscow.

Labor Council 
Prepares Brief 
On Cost Bonus

sented itself, “Until such time as 
the board receives definite informa- 
tion from the Minister of Labor 
there can be little value in sending 
a delegate before the Board,” he 
declared, 
Malcolm Ainslie, vice-president 
of the Trades and Labor Council, 
also spoke briefly in support of 
Ald. Parsons’ views. 
Delegates’ at the meeting, in ex- 
pounding some of the points of con+ 
tention, declared that while pay- 
ment of cost-of-living bonuses to 
beverage dispensers in Calgary was 
100 per cent in effect, about seven 
Edmonton hotelmen had refused 
payment of the bonuses altogether, 
while others had withheld pay- 
ments previously agreed upon. 
Since the start of the war, it 
was stated, no adjustments had 
been made in salaries of the dis- 
pensers, but in Hew of this a policy 
of granting annual holidays had 
been decided on and in some 
Instances tap men were given 
“two or three dollars extra.” 
Delegates maintained that hotel- 
keepers who had previously grant- 
ed bonuses and had only recently 
curtailed them had done so without 
legal authority. They declared that 


only the Regional War Board had | 


the power to stop payment of a 
bonus once it was granted, and that 
to the best of their knowledge no 
such authorization had been given 
the hotelmen by the board. 
PROMISES SUPPORT 

Maintaining “that if we get a bad 
decision in this matter, we're lick- 
ed," the delegates urged the Council 
to give its fullest support to the 
problem. 

Alfred Farmilo, secretary of the 
council, assured the delegates of 
total support, and in a short address 
took a firm stand against employers 
whom he described “as utilizing 
subterfuge developed by law to 
overcome legislation brought down 
for the benefit of the nation in war- 
time.” 

“By not paying bonuses,” he said, 
“some employers. were practically 
taking food out of the mouths of 
people, many of whom were en- 
gaged in vital war work, and as a 
result it could hardly fail to harm 
the war effort. It's probably very 
sound economics for the people who 
understand those kind of econom- 
ics,” he said, 


WORK HARDER 

“If employers are going to be 
allowed to flout the law and un- 
dermine the confidence of the 
population in regards to cost-of- 
living bonuses by seeking quirks 
and loopholes in the law by which 
they can escape from paying the 
bonus, it will most certainly have 
a vital affect on our war produc- 
tion,” Mr. Farmilo stated, 

“People today,” he went on, 
“have te work harder than ever 
before to maintain a high level 
of war production and in order 

- te do this they must have suf- 
ficient food. If no salary increases 
or living bonuses are authorized, 

then due to the rising cost of liv- 

ing they will by necessity be 

forced to go without this food. 

Without proper nutrition the 

maximum peak of efficiency 
simply cannot be maintained and 
our war effort will suffer,” he 
contended, 

“The cost-of-living bonus plan is 
fundamentally sound and many of 
its idiosyncrasies, pertaining to 
persons who are or are not eligible 
for bonuses have been removed,” 
he said, 

“Many employers realize this and 
it seems too bad that many of the 
unscrupulous variety, who strive to 
get every nickle’s worth out of their 
employees, persist in a policy of 
talk, argument and evasion, rather 
than pay a just bonus as was in- 
tended by the government,” 


CRITICIZE BLACKOUT 
Edmonton's Sunday night black- 
out came in for a measure of criti- 
cism at the meeting when delegates 
contended that the “warning sir- 
ens” were hardly audible and that 
many flagrant violations of the 
lights-out request had been observ- 
ed. One delegate told the mem- 
bers that he had been on A.R.P.
